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European Union Standardizes Ethnic Slurs 

"One Continent, One Currency, One Insult" 
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The Euroff 


LUXEMBOURG— Today’s 
meeting of European Union 
Representatives brought the 
multi-national organization 
one step closer to establishing 
a single standardized ethnic 
slur that may apply to citizens 
of all member-nations. Theo¬ 
retically, such a word would 
solidify political bonds within 
the Union, allow tourists to 
traverse the continent without 
exchanging ethnic slurs at 
every border, and help Euro¬ 
pean nations better compete 
with the stronger American 
slurs that have come to domi¬ 
nate contemporary racism. 

The new slur, called “The 
Euroff” was conceived 
through a collaboration of emi¬ 
nent linguists, historians, and skinheads 
from each of the Union’s fifteen member 
states. “The Euroff” will replace the vari¬ 
ety of insults currently in circulation, 
such as Dago, Wop, Goombah, and Ginzo 
(Italians); Frog, Limey (French, British); 
Fritz, Piffke, Schmeisser and Kraut (Ger¬ 
mans); not to mention Vasco da Gaylord 
(Portuguese homosexuals). 


“Imagine,” said the EU minister of tour¬ 
ism Klaus Becker, “You’ll be able to 
tour all of Europe without the hassle of 
keeping your ‘Huns’ and ‘Dagos’ straight, 
without having to figure out whether your 
pocket was just picked by a Geep or 
a Frog, and without wondering whether 
‘Fento’ means ‘Danish,’ or if you just 
totally made that word up. From now 


on, there’s only one word to 
remember— ’Euroff.’ We’re 
all dirty fucking Euroffs.” 

Although most Europeans 
welcome the new slur as a 
boon to cross-cultural soli¬ 
darity, many older citizens 
lament the passing of tra¬ 
ditional invectives. Roddy 
McPhereson, a Dublin bar- 
keep, was moved to tears a 
few days ago upon hearing his 
national slur from a frustrated 
tourist. “I was explainin’ to 
him that Guiness just comes 
in the standard glass, while 
Guiness Deluxe comes in a 
glass with a bottom on it— 
which is why it costs twice as 
much.” His voice began to 
crack as he finished the story, 
‘An’ when he stormed out, I realized that 
it might be the very last time I’ll ever be 
called a ‘Dirty Stupid Mick’ in me life.” 

Of course it remains to be seen whether 
The Euroff will in fact catch on. “It’s 
grossly overvalued,” said distinguished

Rumsfeld Declares War on 
Mountains, Ground 


WASHINGTON- 
111 the face of the 
tragic deaths of 
several American 
servicemen in air¬ 
craft crashes, Sec¬ 
retary of Defense 
Donald Rumsfeld 
announced today 
that the Army 
would be shifting 
its war effort 
towards a new 
enemy. Early this 
morning, orders 
were issued for 
bombing to begin 
on several moun¬ 
tains and stretches 
of open ground in 
Afghanistan and Pakistan that are responsible for the 
most recent American deaths in the region. Rumsfeld 
was quoted as saying, “I vow that the U.S. Armed 
Forces will not rest until we have bombed those moun¬ 
tains and ground into the ground.” 

In light of Rumsfeld’s statements, President Bush 
has announced his new initiatives for the war, which 
center on transforming most 
of Europe and Asia into a 
gigantic landing strip. “Fol¬ 
lowing the elimination of all 
major topographical features 
in Afghanistan, our focus 
will shift to other parts of 


the world,” said the 
president in his radio 
address to the nation 
on Sunday. “And be 
warned - while our 
campaign will con¬ 
centrate on the moun¬ 
tains and large areas 
of ground themselves, 
those countries that 
harbor mountains and 
large areas of ground 
will be treated as moun¬ 
tains and large areas 
of ground themselves.

Switzerland.” 

The Central 

Intelligence Agency, 
which has been draw¬ 
ing growing criticism as of late for its inability to 
locate either Osama bin Laden or Mullah Moham¬ 
med Omar, may be showing signs of improvement 
in this new phase of the war. “The CIA has been 
doing extensive work investigating the whereabouts 
of the Himalayan Mountains,” said Rumsfeld. “Using 
advanced satellites that can resolve objects as small 
as a lima bean, we’ve pinpointed their location to 
somewhere within a 230,000 square mile area some¬ 
where in Asia, but understand, this is not unlike find¬ 
ing huge, 25,000 foot haystacks on top of a needle. 
Not that the needle really matters, just the hay. Come 
to think of it, I don’t know why I brought up the 
needle at all.”

Jehovah's Witnesses Vow To Find Osama 

NEW YORK, NY — After years of successful door-to- 
door campaigns, the Jehovah’s Witnesses today announced 
that they will apply their relentless recruitment techniques 
to finding and converting Public Enemy Number One, 
Osama Bin Laden.

You 
do a tremendous service to our great country. Now please 
get the hell off my porch.” 


Al-Jazeera Renews bin Laden Through 
2003 Season 

QATAR— Al-Jazeera, the 24-hour Middle Eastern chan¬ 
nel who has aired the videotaped Osama bin Laden pro¬ 
paganda videos, announced today that they had reached 
a deal to continue airing bin Laden’s messages of hate 
through the 2002-2003 broadcast season.

Last Thursday, the 
Ann Arbor School 
District administra¬ 
tive board 

reprimanded Angell 
Elementary School 
teacher Jane Parks 
for the top-heavy 
grading curve on her 
students’ fall report 
cards. 

“We set rigorous 
standards, designed 
to foster consistently 
high levels of 
performance,” said 
Angell principal 
Dick Stives. “Stu¬ 
dents have always worked hard at Angell Elemen¬ 
tary, because they know the consequences of failure. 
They fear the humiliation of receiving an ‘S’ for 
‘satisfactory’ or an ‘N’ for ‘needs improvement.’ 
Grades like an ‘Outstanding,’ an ‘Excellent,’ or 
even a ‘Super Outstanding Excellent’ mean some¬ 
thing here. Take that away, and we’re just a daycare 
center with a spiral slide.” 

Parks disagrees. “I want my classroom to be a nur¬ 
turing environment, where students feel comfortable 


learning from their mis¬ 
takes. If Bobby tries his 
very best, he deserves a 
gold star, even if his pic¬ 
ture of a Mighty Mor- 
phin Power Ranger looks 
exactly like the squiggly 
lines he said were his 
Aunt Sally last week. If 
Kyle wants to turn in a 
box of suppositories as 
his diorama of the Viet¬ 
nam War, he gets full 
credit just for being 
creative and making a 
political statement about 
the type of war it was. 
Effort like that deserves 
at least a smiley face, maybe a smiley face plus.

Despite Parks’s claims, administrators believe the 
abnormally high grades are giving the students an 
inflated sense of worth. They fear her students will 
be hit hard when they get to the real world of junior 
high.

FBI Sends Letters to Little Boys, Questions Russians 


Following the theft of a junior sized 
Koho hockey stick at the Ann Arbor 
Ice Cube, officials from the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation have 
announced plans to 
interview every 
little boy, Russian 
immigrant, and 
white person who 
set foot in the 
greater Ann Arbor 
area over the past 
four years. 

“In the wake of 
September 11 th , Con¬ 
gress was gracious 
enough to suspend 
pesky things like 
‘just cause,’ and 
seven of the first 
10 amendments. So 
now we can essen¬ 
tially arrest anyone 
without reason, 
question people 
without representa¬
